Flu Cases Are 
Closely Watched 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The state 


Health Department, keeping statis- 
tical track of ti flu outbreak in 
north Arkansas, reported Wednes- 
day that Lawrence County has 
had 2,170 eases in the past two 
weeks. 


Lawrence County h'as1 a popul'a- 


lion of about 17,000 and so was 
the hardest hit of areas reporting 
during Ihe current outbreak, which 
the Health Department still does 
not term an epidemic. 


Pocahonlus, in neighboring Run-
